' Sheriff's Deputies Wayne Winterton ‘and Lance Christensen broke 
up the Sept. 22 “tmofficial” midnight party that was attended.by. 
nearly 200 college students. Invitations had seemingly | been circulat-. 
ed around Brigham Young University and Utah Valley State College 
- campuses advertising the pasty-Party-goers were charged:$3-.achead- s 
_to get in. fn ARDES CR og 

The Soldier Hollow communications complex suffered $5,600 in 
estimated damages to the front doors and to the carpets. Party-goers. 
dragged mud from outside into the building from their shoes. ` 

Deputy Winterton said he and Christensen field carded more than. 
120 of the students at the party. Winterton began his investigation to 
discover the identity of the party organizers at that point. 
Winterton said his investigation took him from Provo to Ogden 
interviewing people. The interviews eventually led him to one of the 
four men arrested, who claimed to know nothing about the party.

On Oct. 30, the four men turned themselves irito, the Wasatch 
County. Attorney's Office. 

Spanos said. the four were “pretty clean cut and wanted to make 
_ amends for what they'd done.” - 

Winterton said Wasatch County. Deputy Attorney: Thomas Low 
- promised the four meni that because they voluntarily turned them- 
_ selves in he would make sure they wéuld not have to. go to jail prior 

to sentencing. He also promised them that the sheriff's deputies 

woulg serve hei a summons instead of publicly. arresting them.
